stitute togetlier the ereatest tlureat to 
recovery, and the most serious menace 
■to clvilizatioii," declared H. Carl Gold-, 
enberg, sessional lecturer in Economics 
and Political Science, hi addressing a 
public mcethig herytonlg^v^^ 
. 'IHltler's latest mOT^*wmiiiateraily 
denouncing the military clauses of the 
Treaty of Versailles, brings us fback 
to the pre-war era of militarism and 
insecurity," stated Mr. Gbldenberg. He 
said that peace is impossible in ui at- 
mosphere of' e-vaggeraled nationalism 
and racialism— an atraosphex'e promot- 
ed by the international annament 
manufacturers. 

Enmity Promoted 
"Thsse merchants of death," said 
the speaker, "arc promoting fear ■ and 
hatred fqr their private gain,- and 
■tlixdugii the contTOl of nen-spapefs. 
they influence statesmen and parlia- 
ments, ai:d are preparing another 
blood -bath for civUisation. They 
know no national boundarJiès;^ljey:âré 
.|^m{^maUy&^tbey .£ell tlieir weap- 
^^^^çSS^Uctloh^ to everybody; they 
,arié';a;threat to mankind. Tlie private 
■riuiiiufocturer . "of armaments must 
therefore be wiped out, /and the na- 
tioualiaiiioniiof : thé -, armanièiit indus- 
trj' mustumuiedlately bé brought aboiit 
hi every country.
